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A FRAUDSTER has 
been jailed for 18 
months for plunder¬ 
ing more than £95,000 
from a pensioner’s 
bank accounts. 

Jason Yeager, 39, was 
caught when he left unpaid 
a £9,541 bill from the care 
home where his partner’s 
uncle was living. 

Yeager, of Aspal Close, 
Beck Row, later voluntarily 
went to the police and 
admitted stealing the cash, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

An investigation by social 
services officials found that 
Frederick Cousins, who died 
in January aged 81, was left 
penniless after his entire 
savings, including the 
proceeds of the sale of his 
bungalow, was squandered 
by Yeager, who was granted 
power of attorney over his 
affairs in August 2008. 

Recorder David Anderson, 
passing sentence on Yeager 
who admitted theft, ordered 
him to pay a nominal £1 
towards the £95,186 he stole 
after hearing that he had no 
assets left which could be 
used to recover any more 
cash. 

Patricia Doggett, prose¬ 
cuting, said Yeager paid just 
four months of fees at 
Mildenhall’s Mabbs Hall care 
home for Mr Cousins before 
allowing the bills to mount 
up.

Highways chiefs prepared for 
winter with new fleet of gritters 


HIGHWAYS chiefs said this week they 
were fully prepared for the ongoing icy 
weather, and that a fleet of new gritters 
would help them keep traffic moving. 

Temperatures were predicted to drop 
as low as -6C last night, raising the 
prospect of further disruption. 

Responsibility for keeping key trunk 
roads such as the A14, A1, A11, Mil 
and A428 clear of ice lies with the 
Highways Agency, which has depots at 
Whittlesford, Huntingdon, and Sandy, 
Bedfordshire. 

The organisation said it had learnt 
from the severe weather of the last two 
years and had increased grit stocks. 

It has also acquired more of the 
latest gritting lorries, which are 
equipped with a snowplough and 
conserve supplies by using up to a 
quarter less grit than older models. 

Mike Penning, the roads minister, 
urged drivers to carry emergency 
items such as an ice scraper, a torch, 
blanket, spade and first aid kit. 

He said: “The Highways Agency is 


prepared for winter, but road users 
must also play their part. 

“Not all journeys are essential in 
severe weather, but if people feel they 
must travel there are some simple 
steps that can reduce the risk.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council is 
responsible for gritting and the gritters 
were in action this week. 

The authority sent out 36 lorries at 
7pm on Monday night and 4.30am on 
Tuesday. On each trip, the team spread 
200 tonnes of grit, covering 1,200 
miles between them, and the gritting 
has continued throughout the week. 

A quad bike taken on this year to 
treat paths and cycleways has been 
put into action, as have backpack 
sprayers. 

A council spokesman said particular 
care should be taken on untreated side 
roads and rural routes. 

The authority has 13,000 tonnes of 
grit in stock, with another 5,000 due in 
January. 

Police have warned motorists and 


pedestrians to take care as the freeze 
continues. 

Several key routes in the region were 
snarled up as motorists battled their 
way to work this week. 

The A10 just north of Stretham was 
blocked both ways after a Range Rover 
ended up in a ditch at around 2pm on 
Monday. No-one was injured. 

Scaffolding poles tumbled off a lorry, 
causing tailbacks on the westbound 
carriageway between Newmarket and 
Exning. 

Cambridgeshire police have issued a 
weather warning. 

Pc Tony Barrios, casualty reduction 
officer, said: “It is important that 
motorists drive to the conditions of the 
roads and allow extra time for their 
journey. 

“With freezing temperatures set to 
continue for the week, motorists and 
pedestrians should beware of icy 
patches developing on roads and 
pavements over the coming days.”

A DECISION about 
raising car parking 
charges has been put 
off until after next 
year’s council elect¬ 
ions. 

Forest Heath District 
Council was considering a 
second increase in charges 
in a year to offset an 
expected £100,000 deficit 
on the car parks in 
Newmarket. 

But the council’s com¬ 
munity services committee 
on Tuesday decided to 
review the charges in June 
which means the issue will 
be one of the first tasks for 
newly-elected councillors 
after the May elections. 

A report to councillors 
highlighted falling income 
from die car parks. 

Andrew Claydon, the 
council’s strategic director 
(resources), said between 
18 and 20 per cent fewer 
motorists were using the 
car parks and there was 
less cash coming in from 
fines. 

His report showed that 
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to the end of October 
income was down by 
£51,752.13 on projected 
figures and a deficit of 
£100,000 was expected for 
the whole year. 

The council had 
expected to make a profit 
of £820 on car parks by 
next April with charges 
covering most of the 
£584,927 cost of operating 
and maintaining the car 
parks. 

Charges rose in April to 
50p for two hours and 90p 
for three hours from the 
previous figures of 30p and 

60p. 

Mr Claydon suggested 
that rises to 60p and £1.10 
or 70p and £1 could be 
considered. 

But he warned that other 
costs were in the pipeline 
including the rise in VAT in 
January which would cost 
around £10,000 and 
modifications or replace¬ 
ment of the coin machines 


which would cost up to 
£70,000. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, the 
council leader, proposed 
putting off the review of 
charges until June. 

He said: “It is quite a 
difficult situation to get 
your mind around. We 
need to wait and see where 
we get to at the end of the 
year.” 

He hinted that a further 
price rise may be needed 
next year even if charges 
were put up now 

Cllr Eddie Stewart said: 
“I don’t think any blame 
can be placed on anybody. 
If people aren’t using the 
car parks what can you 
do?” 

■ Income from parking 
charges so far this year is 
£274,561. 

The council’s practice of 
using a minus sign in front 
of income figures gave the 
impression that this figure 
was the amount of the loss. 

But the car parks ran at a 
loss of £174,708.31 in 2009- 
JO.

She said he told the police he could not 
remember where all the money went, 
although he had lost £40,000 investing in 
risky shares on the internet.

County Council revealed that the 
document had never been officially 
registered. 

Kevin McCarthy, in mitigation, said 
Yeager had suffered from depressive 
illness and had a fantasy of making 
money through internet share deals. 

He said Yeager had lived a “Walter Mitty 
existence”. Mr McCarthy said: “Reality 
only came back to him when this scam 
was found out.”

Lawyers claim 
for family lorn 
apart’ by crash 


LAWYERS are pursuing 
claims for compen¬ 
sation on behalf of the 
family of a grandmother 
who died from injuries 
she received in a crash. 

Gwyneth Wainwright, 55, 
died in hospital nearly a 
month after she suffered 
serious head injuries when 
her daughter’s car was in 
collision with a speeding 
BMW driven by an American 
serviceman. 

The driver, Staff Sgt Mark 
Stephany, 24, of Miles Hawk 
Way, Mildenhall, and 
passenger Senior Airman 
Daniel Addabo, 23, died in the 
crash on the A1101 at 
Icklingham, near Mildenhall. 

Two other servicemen in 
the car suffered serious 
injuries. 

Mrs Wainwright’s daughter 
Ruth and her husband Leslie 
also suffered serious injuries 
in the crash which left their 
car upside down. 
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But Ruth Wainwright’s two 
and a half-year-old son 
Stephen was unhurt. 

Verdicts of accidental death 
were recorded by Suffolk 
coroner Dr Peter Dean at the 
inquests into the three deaths. 

After the hearing, in Bury St 
Edmunds, solicitors Kester 
Cunningham John, who are 
handling claims by the family, 
from Denham, issued a 
statement in which Gwyneth 
Wainwright was described as 
“the cement of the family”. 

Mrs Wainwright was heavily 
involved in supporting her 
youngest son, John, who has 
severe learning difficulties. 

She is survived by two other 
children, Esther and Sam. 

The inquest heard that the 
crash happened on May 30 
last year as USAF servicemen 
from the Lakenheath base 
were on their way to a banger 


race meeting at Mildenhall 
stadium. 

They had earlier been 
drinking at the Three Kings 
pub in Fornham All Saints, 
near Bury St Edmunds. 

A blood test on Sgt 
Stephany after the crash 
showed 35 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood - less than half the legal 
drink-drive limit. 

Ruth Booy, of Kester 
Cunningham John, said: “This 
lovely family has been torn 
apart. 

“Not only have they lost the 
person who supported them 
all and endured many months 
of grief as a consequence, 
they have also suffered 
financial hardship due to 
Leslie taking early retirement 
due to his injuries and Ruth 
being unfit to return to work 
for a number of months.” 

She said interim payments 
had been obtained to help the 
family.

Mum found 
dead after 
friend’s call 

A MOTHER was found hanged in 
a wardrobe after a friend raised 
the alarm when she brought her 
two young daughters home. 

Police had to break into Emma 
Gardner’s home in Waterloo 
Close, on Newmarket’s Studlands 
Park estate, the inquest into her 
death heard. 

They found a note which 
assistant deputy Suffolk coroner 
Daniel Sharpstone said showed 
that Ms Gardner, 30, “intended 
and understood the con¬ 
sequences of her action”. 

Ms Gardner had worked in 
Newmarket’s horseracing in¬ 
dustry for two years and was 
described by trainer Alan Bailey 
as “a good worker who had 
difficulties at the time”. 

Mr Sharpstone said a post 
mortem examination showed 
she had 191 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millitres of blood - 
more than twice the legal limit 
for driving of 80mg. 

Her blood also tested positive 
for cocaine. 

Mr Sharpstone said the police 
were called by a friend who was 
unable to get any response at the 
house when she brought Ms 
Gardner’s two children home at 
about 5pm on Saturday, 
September 18. 

The coroner recorded that she 
died from hanging and took her 
own life.

Fire union attacks 
county merger bid 


FIREFIGHTERS’ union 
chiefs have condemned 
plans to merge the Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire fire 
control centres. 

Suffolk’s existing centre in 
Ipswich is due to close in a year’s 
time for the site to be redeveloped. 

Although alternative plans to 
keep the control within the county 
have been considered, the county 
council’s cabinet is being asked to 
endorse a merger with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The Fire Brigades Union has 
warned that the merger will put 
public safety at risk as well as the 
jobs of the nearly 30 staff 
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employed at the existing centre. 

But a report by Mark Sanderson, 
Suffolk’s assistant chief fire officer, 
says that all staff would be 
transferred to Cambridgeshire and 
there would be no reduction in 
service to the public. 

The county council’s cabinet is 
due to consider his report and the 
“preferred option” of moving the 
county’s control to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Mr Sanderson said that public 


consultation was not necessary as 
there would be “no discernable 
increase in community risk or 
reduction in levels of firefighter 
safety.” 

But Adrian Clarke, FBU regional 
secretary for East Anglia, is urging 
the public to join the union in 
demanding consultation over the 
closure threat. 

He said: “The union should be 
consulted on this reckless move 
and so should the public. Local 
people deserve to have their views 
heard. We urge the public to join 
us in defending this trusted local 
service. 

“Fire control is the front line of 
an efficient, locally accountable 


frontline service. When lives are at 
stake, every minute counts. There 
can be no substitute for local 
knowledge.” 

The FBU collected signatures 
on Saturday at a march and rally 
against public spending cuts in 
Ipswich, organised by the Suffolk 
Coalition for Public Services. 

The merger would happen in 
advance of a move to the long- 
delayed regional fire control 
centre which Mr Sanderson said 
may not be operational until mid- 
2013. It is already a year behind 
schedule.

Drug user 
died as 
friend tried 
to help him 

A DRUG user died minutes 
after injecting himself in 
front of a friend, an inquest 
heard. 

Kenneth Docherty, 44, 
died in his home in Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, despite 
efforts by his friend, Rodney 
O’Brien, to revive him. 

Assistant deputy Suffolk 
coroner Daniel Sharpstone 
recorded a narrative verdict 
that Mr Docherty died as a 
result of complications due 
to drug use. 

Mr O’Brien said, in a 
statement read at the 
inquest in Bury St Edmunds, 
that he went to Mr 
Docherty’s home at 8.30am 
on July 30 and watched as 
he broke pieces of a “white 
rock” into a silver container, 
mixed it with a liquid and 
heated it before putting it 
into a syringe and injecting 
himself in the left hand. 

“Ken’s eyes closed and I 
asked if he wanted an 
ambulance, but he said no,” 
said Mr O’Brien. 

But when Mr O’Brien 
noticed that his friend’s 
chest was not moving, he 
called an ambulance. He 
tried shaking him and 
moving him and parame¬ 
dics were unable to save 
him. Mr Docherty died from 
heart failure as the result of 
heroin use. 


Suspect evades 
police helicopter 

A POLICE helicopter was 
called in to search for a 
suspect who ran off when 
approached by police 
officers. 

The incident happened 
in Newmarket around 1pm 
on Friday. The Suffolk 
police helicopter hovered 
over the town in a bid to 
locate the man, but he 
could not be found.

Warning on criminals taking advantage of TV switch-over 


RESIDENTS are being warned 
against distraction burglars who 
may use the digital switchover to 
target the vulnerable. 

Detectives say criminals could 
use any confusion over the TV 
switchover, which begins in March 
2011, as a ruse to gain entry to 
homes. 

Det Insp Sharon Dence, of 


Cambridgeshire police, said: 
“People may be confused about 
the switchover and be in need of 
new aerials and equipment. 

“The process gives rogue 
installers the opportunity to target 
vulnerable people by charging 
extortionate fees for devices that 
don’t work, equipment that isn’t 
required, unnecessary labour or as 


an excuse to gain entry to your 
home. 

“Traders have also been known 
to fraudulently use the digital tick 
logos on their vehicles to deceive 
people into thinking they are 
genuine.” 

She added: “Residents need to 
be aware that all official installers 
carry identification with a 


registered ID number and will 
never call without an 
appointment.” 

The warning from police follows 
several distraction burglaries 
across Cambridgeshire.

Warning to 
landlords 
over repairs 
to houses 

LANDLORDS are being warned 
to repair their buildings - or face 
a fine. 

Officers at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council are 
reminding property owners that 
they have the powers to take 
action against them under 
legislation. 

Properties putting owners at 
risk of a fine include those with 
rat problems, rubbish issues or 
any that are in poor repair or 
which have issues concerning 
the environment. 

If owners are not co-operative, 
the council’s environment 
services domestic team can 
serve enforcement notices. 

If there is no compliance 
within a certain time, work can 
be carried out in default by the 
council with the costs then 
being claimed back from the 
landlord. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services, said: 
“We never like to have to go to 
court but the enforcement 
action we take serves a real 
purpose - to protect the public’s 
health. 

“The team is often called out 
to rat infestations, cases of 
rubbish piled on rubbish or 
houses which are in a very poor 
condition. In a lot of these cases, 
the houses are rented out to 
tenants and the landlord has a 
duty of care to look after the 
occupants.” 

Recently, a landlord in the 
district failed to repair a 
defective roof and gutters on a 
property so the council carried 
out the work. 

Officers then went to the 
county court to claim the money 
back and an order was agreed by 
the judge leaving the landlord 
with a bill of £5,000. 

With interest and legal costs, 
the final total was £8,292.

But she banned him from 
all pubs and clubs in 
Newmarket for 12 months 
and made him the subject of 
an eight-month jail sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 


months. 

The court heard that 
Curran was arrested in 
February after an incident in 
The Bull pub in Newmarket 
High Street. 

Curran was being 
“steered” out of the pub after 
“eyeball to eyeball” contact 
with a man in the bar. But he 
reached into his pocket and 
produced a knife which he 
swung wildly, said 
prosecutor Michael Crimp. 

During the incident 
Curran was knocked to the 
floor and was kicked. 

Recorder Ms Moore said 
Curran had reacted after 
being “picked on”. But she 
warned him to never take a 
knife out with him again.

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Paralysed accident victim 
vows to walk once more

I F ever a name 
suited a dog, it’s 
Chaos. 

Hopelessly over¬ 
excited, the Staffy- 
poodle cross bounds 
on and off Tanya 
Hawes’s lap, barking 
and panting with 
sheer doggy joy Tm 
so sorry about him,” 
she laughs. “I think 
he’s got ADHD!” 

Chaos has been 
keeping Tanya company 
for the last eight years, 
and she adores him; 
confined to a wheelchair, 
he is her constant 
companion: “You’re my 
baby, aren’t you?” she 
whispers into his fur. 

The 35-year-old from 
Red Lodge, near 
Newmarket, has been 
unable to walk since a 
road accident in 2001 left 
her paralysed from the 
neck down. The 
prognosis was shocking 
enough, but for Tanya it 
was doubly devastating, 
as she’d just conquered a 
serious drug habit. 
“Ironically I’d been clean 
for four weeks. It was 
supposed to be a new 
start,” she says. 

Looking at her 
background, Tanya 
seems like the last person 
who’d ever get involved 
with drugs. As a child she 


Just one month after kicking her drug addiction, Tanya Hawes 
was paralysed in a car accident.

was always fiercely anti¬ 
smoking: “I remember 
putting cigarette ends in 
a jar of water and holding 
it under my mum’s nose 
and saying: ‘Bleurch, this 
is what you smell like!” 
she laughs. 

Growing up with her 
younger sister Sonya in 
Six Mile Bottom, she’d 
had an idyllic childhood: 
“It was brilliant,” she 
says. “If you had half the 
childhood I had, you 
were lucky.” 

After school, Tanya 
trained as a carer and 
worked with children 
with special needs before 
going on to study hotel 
management. All was 
going well until one day, 
without any warning, her 
best friend Perry 
committed suicide. 

“He hanged himself,” 
she says. “It was totally, 
totally out of the blue. I 
went to hospital and he 
died in my arms, with me 
trying to shake him 
awake. I was absolutely 
shattered.” 

Tanya, who was 22 at 
the time, began to drink 
heavily, and soon 


afterwards turned to 
drugs, first cocaine and 
then heroin. 

“I hadn’t fallen in with 
a bad crowd or anything, 
it was just my way of 
escaping,” she explains. 

“I couldn’t believe what 
Perry had done, and I 
didn’t want to be here 
any more. I was walking 
around, but it wasn’t me.” 

Her life began to spiral 
out of control, but it 
wasn’t until three years 
later, when Sonya 
handed her a poem 
asking where her sister 
had gone, that Tanya 
realised she had to stop. 
She carries the poem 
with her to this day. 

“My mum and my 
sister were both crying, 
and then my sister 
pinned me down on the 
bed and said: ‘This isn’t 
how it’s supposed to be, 
you’re not supposed to be 
like this!’ It made me 
think: ‘Oh God, what 
have I done?”’ 

Tanya took the brave 
decision to kick the drugs 
by herself rather than 
going into rehab, and it 
took six painful weeks. 


But her joy at being clean 
was short-lived; just four 
weeks later, in May 2001, 
she had the accident that 
would change her life 
forever. 

Driving from Soham to 
Newmarket one 
afternoon, Tanya was 
distracted by a car 
driving closely behind 
her and turned right at a 
T-junction without 
stopping. 

“I remember pulling 
out, seeing something in 
the corner of my eye, and 
then just hearing a really 
loud bang,” she says. 

A car had smashed full- 
on into the driver’s side, 
splitting her car in half. 
No-one else was injured, 
but Tanya had been 
thrown into the sunroof. 

The first thing she 
remembers is being put 
into the ambulance, and 
feeling searing pains in 
her arms: “I remember 
screaming; I was in 
absolute agony. It felt like 
pins and glass were being 
scraped down them; the 
pain was unbearable,” 
she says. 

But more worrying was 


the fact that she couldn’t 
feel her legs at all: “I 
remember saying to my 
mum on that first night: 
‘I’m not going to use my 
legs again, they’re gone.” 

X-rays showed that 
Tanya hadn’t broken her 
back-she later 
discovered her spinal 
chord was, and remains, 
‘stunned’ - but at the 
time she felt that no-one 
believed her. 

“They said there was 
nothing wrong with my 
legs, it was just my brain 
getting confused because 
there was so much pain 
in my arms. But I knew 
my body, and these legs 
weren’t working. 

“Everyone else in my 
position got told: ‘I’m 
very sorry, but you’re 
paralysed’, but it was 
completely the opposite 
for me; for weeks and 
weeks it was me saying to 
them: ‘I’m telling you, I’m 
paralysed’. And they were 
saying ‘no, it’s 
psychological’. Then, by 
the seventh week, they 
said: ‘Maybe she is telling 
the truth’. 

After eight weeks,

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Tanya was transferred to 
the spinal injuries unit at 
Stoke Mandeville hospital, 
where she stayed for 10 
months. “They were 
great,” she says. 

But Tanya was 
devastated at being 
wheelchair-bound. Hardly 
able to move her arms, 
she relied on others to 
feed her which, she says, 
was ‘horrible’, and to this 
day she still has carers 
who come in daily to 
shower her and get her 
dressed. 

Moving back home was 
a challenge too. “They 
don’t give you a manual 
about how it’s going to be 
when you’re out. When 
you’re in Stoke Mandeville 
everybody knows how you 
feel; it doesn’t matter if 
you wet yourself because 
everyone else wets 
themselves. But when you 
come home and do it in 
front of your mates...” she 
tails off, shaking her head. 

But Tanya refused to be 
beaten. Gradually some 
movement came back to 
her arms, and she can 
now slowly raise them to 
chest height: “I had to 
learn to write again, and 
hold a fork -1 weave it in 
between my fingers,” she 
says. 

At home she has a gym 
with an exercise bike and 
equipment to help her 
practise standing, and 
meeting Steve, her partner 
of five years, has definitely 
helped when it comes to 
physio: “He’s like a drill 
sergeant - it’s like ‘On your 
bike!’ Sometimes I’m like: 
‘Just give me a break! Let’s 
have one day off,’ but he 


doesn’t suffer lazy people 
lightly!” 

Tanya’s hard work is 
beginning to pay off. 
Ironically she now has 
chronic pains in her legs, 
and also suffers spasms 
every day, but she can 
now raise her feet a few 
inches. And having this 
sense of hope, she says, 
means everything to her: 

“I know it’s been nearly 10 
years, but if it means 
waiting and working 
another five years, I’ll wait 
another five years. I’ll wait 
another 10 if it means I’ll 
get a day’s walk.” 

Nor has returning to 
drugs ever tempted her: 
“My head’s in a better 
place,” she smiles. “It 
would be easy to go and 
get wrecked, but it would 
break my mum’s heart. 
And I’d never have got this 
far without her love and 
support - she’s been 
wonderful. 

“When you’re 35 you 
want to be checking up on 
your mum, not the other 
way round; I can’t thank 
her enough for all she’s 
done.” 

Tanya’s refusal to give 
up has shown itself in 
other ways, too. Leafing 
through the Spinal 
Injuries Association 
magazine earlier this year, 
she spotted a request for 
disabled people to do 
tandem parachute jumps 
in aid of the charity; “And I 
though yeah, I fancy a bit 
of that! My partner was 
not happy at all; he said: 
‘Please don’t, I’ll run a 
marathon!’ And I said no, 
I’m doing it.” 

So in September, Tanya 


travelled to Peterborough 
for the jump: “Oh God, it 
was fantastic!” she says. 
“We jumped from 15,000 
feet. You would not get me 
on a rollercoaster for love 
nor money, but I didn’t 
think twice about it -1 
didn’t get butterflies or 
anything. 

“It was such an 
adrenaline rush, better 
than any drug; it really 
was absolutely fantastic. 
And you wouldn’t believe 
how many people in 
Peterborough have 
swimming pools!” 

As for the future, Tanya 
has recently been invited 
to be a mentor for new 
spinal injury patients, and 
has applied to volunteer 
at a drug charity in 
Newmarket. “I do think it’s 
better to talk to somebody 
who’s been there,” she 
says. 

Her ultimate goal is to 
marry Steve: “But I don’t 
want to go down the aisle 
in a wheelchair. I know 
I’m not going to walk 
down, so we have talked 
about getting married in 
water because I can stand 
in water for a couple of 
seconds. Even if I could 
just say ‘I do’ standing up, 
that would mean 
everything to me.” 

But what matters most 
to Tanya is simply staying 
positive. 

“People always say to 
me: “You’re so bubbly’, but 
I live each week by each 
week; I just think if I get 
through this week I’ll be 
okay next week. And 
somebody’s always worse 
off than you, aren’t they?”

Christmas celebrations 
from culture to culture 


How 
vary 

CHRISTMAS is celebrated 
around the world in ways 
that vary from culture to 
culture. 

Here’s a few of the differences 
in emphasis that may surprise 
you! 

AUSTRIA 

Silent Night was first sung in 
1818, in the village church of 
Oberndorf, and it tells the story 
told of how Christmas was 
almost spoiled for the villagers 
that year. 

On Christmas Eve, the priest 
went into the church and found

that the organ was not working. 
Christmas without music 
would not do, so priest foseph 
Mohr showed the organist 
Franz Xaver Gruber a new 
Christmas hymn he had 
written. Franz quickly 
composed a tune for it to be 
sung by a choir, so Oberndorf 
had music after all. 

BETHLEHEM 

The site of the Basilica of the 
Nativity where fesus was said to 
have been born, is ablaze each 
Christmas with flags and 
decorations. 

On Christmas Eve, natives 
and visitors alike crowd the 
church’s doorways and stand 
on the roof to watch the 
dramatic annual procession. 
The procession solemnly enters 
the doors and places an ancient 
effigy of the Holy Child in the 
Church. Deep winding stairs 
lead to a grotto where visitors 
find a silver star marking the 
site of the birth of Jesus. 

FRANCE 

On Christmas Eve, children 
leave their shoes by the 


fireplace to be filled with gifts 
from Pere Noel. 

In the morning they also find 
that sweets, fruit, nuts and 
small toys have been hung on 
the tree. A law was passed in 
1962 which decreed all letters to 
Pere Noel must receive a reply. 

INDIA 

Christians in India decorate 
banana or mango trees. They 
also light small oil-burning 
lamps as Christmas 
decorations, and fill churches 
with red poinsettia flowers. 

MEXICO 

On Christmas day children are 
blindfolded and taken to try and 
break a decorated clay pinata 
that dangles and swings at the 
end of a rope. 

Once it breaks, the children 
clamber to recover the sweets 
that were inside. Those children 
who have been good receive a 
gift from the three Wise Men on 
fanuary 6. 

NETHERLANDS 

In the Netherlands St. Nicholas 

is known as Sinterklaas, who 


Dutch children are told sails 
from Spain on December 5. 

They fill their shoes with hay 
and sugar for his horse and 
awake to find them filled with 
nuts and sweets. Sometimes 
Sinterklaas appears in person in 
the children’s homes, to 
question the children about 
their behaviour during the past 
year. In the past he carried a 
birch rod, but now he is kindly. 

SPAIN 

The Three Wise Men are seen as 
the gift bearers. Tradition has it 
that they arrive on fanuary 6 - 
the date they gave gifts to fesus. 

Shoes are filled with straw for 
tired camels that must carry 
their riders through the night. 
By morning the camel food is 
gone and in place of the straw 
are presents.

Musical gala with 
newsreader Katie 


Former ITN newsreader Katie 
Derham reveals a musical talent. 
Interview by LIZZY DENING 


“PRESENTING the Proms was 
a chance I couldn’t turn down, 
or complete half-heartedly in my 
spare time, so I soul 
searched.. .for about 10 
seconds.” 

Katie Derham laughs as if she 
can’t believe her luck, and for 
someone who has recently leamt 
to conduct an orchestra and who is 
best known for her work as an 
ITN newsreader, the job does 
seem to combine her passion for 
classical music with her years of 
practice in front of the camera. 

Katie began her career as a 
reporter for the BBC’s Money Box, 
before becoming a newsreader on 
ITN and eventually presenting 
ITV’s lunchtime news, anchoring 
events such as Royal weddings 
and the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. She recently moved 
back to the BBC (a contrast to 
Adrian Chiles’ simultaneous move 
in the other direction) where she is 
now a presenter on Radio 3, as 
well as working on various other 
projects, including hosting the 
Proms, which, she says, was the 
main reason she accepted the 
position. 

But this career move might 
never have been, without the 
intervention of reality television. 
While she had grown up in a 
musical household, and had been 


encouraged to leam both piano 
and violin, as her career flourished 
she had less and less time to play, 
until she was offered two separate 
opportunities. The first of these 
was Maestro, a BBC show in 
2008, during which various well- 
known figures such as Alex James 
and Sue Perkins became 
conductors, leading an orchestra 
each week on live television. 

“It was simultaneously utterly 
fantastic, and utterly terrifying. I 
would practice everywhere. I 
remember going home on the 
train, getting my sheet music out 
and waving a pencil around, 
looking like a complete fool!” But 
as anyone who has seen the multi- 
skilled Katie conducting will tell 
you the practice paid off, and she 
looks anything but foolish in front 
of an orchestra. 

She explains that the experience 
was harder than any of the 
participants had imagined. “A 
little part of all of us thought some 
of it was just waving your arms 
around, and weren’t entirely sure 
what a conductor was required to 
do. In fact, right from the word go 
you not only had to keep the time, 


but you had to try to shape the 
music, and communicate your 
feelings to professional musicians. 
I realised a good conductor can 
make the difference between an 
average performance and a 
fantastic one.” 

Katie narrowly missed out on a 
place in the final three, but says 
she had believed from the 
beginning that Goldie and Sue 
(the eventual winner) would 
compete in the final, and that she 
none-the-less leamt a lot from the 
experience. 

“Conducting has a fascinating 
psychology. Every orchestra is 
different and they make up their 
mind about you within 10 
seconds. If they like you, they can 
be supportive and will often get 
you out of trouble if you lose your 
place or miss a beat, but I’m not 
sure what the secret is to making 
them like you.” 

Certainly conducting is 
something she is much less 
confident about than she seems. 
“Presenting a concert or 
conducting it are like chalk and 
cheese. I’ve made a living from 
speaking, and suddenly I was 


expected to communicate through 
gestures. Besides which, as a news 
reader you are expected to remain 
neutral in voice and expression, 
and in conducting you are 
expected to convey a very strong 
view through your facial 
expressions. Having done it, I’m 
filled with respect for both 
conductors and musicians.” 

The second opportunity to 
explore her musical passion came 
in First Love, a Sky Arts 
programme which involved 
picking up her childhood violin. 
She bashfully practised it in secret 
over night, with the television 
volume up high to mask her 
playing. The aim of the show was 
for her to improve enough to play 
with a professional string quartet. 

Katie will be presenting a 
classical Christmas concert in 
Cambridge, a city she feels very 
fond of having completed her 
degree there. At the Christmas 
Music Gala, in St Mary’s Church, 
she hopes to briefly dip her toes 
back into the world of conducting 
- after she has done her Christmas 
shopping.

UNSTOPPABLE 
certificate 12A 98m 
DIRECTOR Tony Scott, who 
delivered high-octane films 
including Days Of Thunder, The 
Last Boy Scout and Enemy Of 
The State, returns with another 
from the stable. 

Scott has collaborated four 
times with Oscar-winning actor 
Denzel Washington on 
Crimson Tide, Man On Fire, 
Deja Vu and most recently on 
the remake of The Taking Of 
Pelham 123. 

The pair reunite for 
Unstoppable - a cinematic 
rush of blood to the head 
inspired by true events, which 
follows the exploits of two 
brave men to stop a runaway 
locomotive before it derails, 
potentially killing thousands of 
innocent civilians.

OH CHRISTMAS TREE: finding the right tree for 
Christmas can prove tricky, but there are a few simple 
steps you can follow to find the perfect one this festive 
season. 


H ouseholders are 

going to have to dig 
deep in their 
pockets if they want a 
Nordmann fir non-drop 
Christmas tree this year, 
according to industry 
experts. 

While it is the most popular 
tree because of its deep green 
colour and reliability that it won’t 
drop its needles, in the past five 
years prices of the Christmas tree 
have risen by up to 30 per cent 
and a 6ft tree may cost around 
£45 in some areas, according to 
the British Christmas Tree 
Growers’ Association. 

But our beloved Nordmann is 
not the only tree which will last 
through the festive season. The 
Fraser fir (Abies fraseri), popular 
in the eastern United States, is 
narrower than other trees and 
therefore more suitable for 
smaller rooms. 

If you want to save money, go 
for a home-grown Scots pine or 
Lodgepole pine, which are likely 
to cost around £10 less than the 
same size of Nordmann fir. 

These trees don’t drop their 
needles and are bushier than the 
Nordmann. Some have cones on

them and they are wonderfully 
fragrant. 

Before buying your tree, 
measure the space you are 
allocating it indoors, considering 
both height and spread to ensure a 
good fit. You can always trim it 
with a good pair of secateurs, but 
the less trimming you have to do 
the better the tree will keep its 
shape. 

If budget is your main priority, 
shop around on the internet for 
the best prices. Alternatively, seek 
out reputable growers who are 
situated away from urban centres 
but as close as possible to your 
home. They are less likely to 
attract a big retail market and you 
may find a better tree and clinch a 
better deal. 

When deciding on a tree, check 
that the needles are not dull and 


dried up and that the branches are 
not brittle. Remember to gently 
shake the tree to ensure the outer 
needles are not falling off. 

If you can bear to, leave it ’til 
the last minute to buy a tree, 
especially if you choose 
something such as a Blue spruce 
(Picea pungens ‘Glauca’), which 
will drop its needles quicker than 
other types. 

Saw off the bottom 5cm of 
trunk to open up its pores before 
you bring the tree inside, and 
place it in a bucket of water until 
you are ready to house it. 

When you bring it in, make 
sure you can keep it topped up 
with water as a tree will drink half 
a litre a day. Most Christmas-tree 
stands have a space for water, or 
you could simply wedge it into a 
bucket. 

Don’t put the tree next to a 
radiator or fire because it will dry 
out and the needles are more 
likely to drop. 

Some people opt for bare- 
rooted or root-balled trees if they 
want to keep the tree for future 
years. Bare-rooted trees should be 
planted as soon as possible in 
moist earth to stop their roots 
from drying out, while root-balled 
trees are wrapped in sacking and 


should be planted in containers. 

There are pros and cons to 
each, but bear in mind that live 
trees with roots may not take 
kindly to being brought indoors 
into a warm, dry atmosphere. 

However, trees that have been 
cut off at ground level, sharpened 
to stick into a wooden base and 
then transported around the 
country need to be tough to 
survive and look good. 

If you buy a bare-rooted tree, 
soak the roots in water before 
planting. Keep the compost in 
container-grown trees moist to 
prevent the needles from 
dropping. Hopefully, your tree 
will still be looking as festive as 
ever as you see in the New Year. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Witch hazel (Hamamelis) 

The scented, spidery blooms 
and spectacular autumn colour 
make these medium-sized and 
large deciduous shrubs a must for 
the winter gardens. The flowers, 
which have twisting, ribbon-like 
petals, cluster thickly on bare 
stems from autumn to early spring 
and won’t be damaged by frost, 
while the broad, oval leaves turn 
yellow in autumn. Witch hazels 
can be grown as specimen plants 


in borders or in groups, 
depending on the variety. Grow 
H. x intermedia ‘Pallida’ as a 
stand-alone specimen, with its 
vase-shaped habit and golden 
autumn leaves, while H. x 
intermedia ‘Diane’, which grows 
to 4m (12ft), flowers in mid to 
late winter and produces bright 


green leaves which turn orange, 
yellow or red in autumn. Witch 
hazels like reasonably fertile, 
moist but well-drained soil and 
prefer neutral to acid soil. Place 
them in sun or partial shade in an 
open but not exposed spot. Prune 
any crossing shoots in late winter 
or early spring to keep in shape.

Edgar hoping gym’ll help to fix it 


ROSS Edgar is busy 
doing all he can to 
ensure he is back at the 
top of his game ahead of 
the UCI Track Cycling 
World Cup Classics 
event in Manchester this 
winter. 

The Newmarket racer 
endured a miserable 
time at the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi in October and 
admits he was not as 
well prepared for the 
competition as he could 
have been. 

Edgar crashed out of 
the keirin in the semi¬ 
finals after being 
brought down by South 
Africa’s Bernard Pierre 
Esterhuizen. 

He dusted himself 
down to take part in the 
individual sprint - 
which began on the 
same day as the keirin - 
and was forced to come 
through a repechage 
before being beaten by 
Australian star and 
eventual winner Shane 
Perkins in the last eight. 

“I was running a bit 
flat and wasn’t on top 
form,” said Edgar. 

“A few bad things 
happened, what with 
the crash, having to go 
through the repechage 
in the sprint and then 


being drawn against the 
top seed Shane Perkins. 

“I went there for two 
things - the keirin and 
the sprint - and they 
were both on the same 
day, for some reason. 
That wasn’t good for the 
sprinters. 

“I’m back in full-time 
training now, basically 
doing gym work until 
Christmas to get my 
strength up. Then I’ll 
start doing some 
specific work on the 
track.” 

The 27-year-old rider’s 
time in India began 
positively as he carried 
the Scotland flag at the 
opening ceremony, but 
Edgar opted to return 
home as soon as he was 
eliminated from the 
sprint and is keen to 
learn from the overall 
experience. 

“The accommodation 
was fine, but there 
wasn’t a lot going on,” 
he said. “It was a bit 
boring if you weren’t 
competing, so I came 
home and had an easy 
week. 

“The Aussies were on 
fire in Delhi, they were 
all absolutely flying. It 
was a tough one for me, 
but I’ve tried to take the 
positives out of it.”

Newmarket get 
out of jail with 
a crushing win 

NEWMARKET were on their best behaviour 
when they made the long trip to north 
Lincolnshire for their clash against HMP 
Stocken in the opening round of the 
Cambridge Cup. 

After getting in the right mindset, thanks to 
the usual searches and procedures a 
game against prisoners entails, 

Newmarket started strongly and cruised 
through the first set. 

Pete Saunders was again the service 
master, combining swerve and spin with 
aplomb as the visitors eased in 25-8, 
wisely shrugging off contentious decisions 
over their dunking and roofing. 

The second set was a similar affair, with 
Newmarket’s No 1 setter Rob Dovaston 
spraying the ball around and finding all 
his hitters, who responded with 
ferocious power. 

With the prisoners no match at the net - 
despite Fabio Stabile being roofed, much 
to the delight of the jeering inmates - 
Newmarket sealed the set at 25-9. 

The third, and final, set was a repeat of 
the first two with big serves, quality 
setting, and powerful kills. 

Stabile was punished again by the referee 
for reaching into the opponent's court 
when blocking - again Newmarket 
accepted without question - but the 
visitors still had little trouble closing the 
set out at 25-10. 

And, as well as cruising into the next 
round, there was the added bonus that, 
with tougher tests ahead, all the players 
got a useful workout.

Meeznah camp 
back Lanigan 


MEEZNAH has been disqualified from 
the Investec Oaks after having tested 
positive for a banned substance. 

The David Lanigan-trained three- 
year-old finished a neck second behind 
Snow Fairy in the Epsom Classic on 
June 4, but that has now been stricken 
from the record. 

A British Horseracing Authority 
disciplinary panel officially disqualified 
Meeznah last week after a post-race 
urine sample taken from the filly 
contained a metabolite of 
acepromazine (ACP), which is a 
prohibited substance. 

Remember When finished third in the 
Oaks but has been promoted into 
second place, with the fourth home, 
Rumoush, ascending to third. 

Lanigan was fined £750 following 
Meeznah’s disqualification, but owners 
Saif Ali and Saeed Altayer have pledged 


to stand by the Newmarket-based 
handler. Bruce Raymond, racing 
manager for Ali and Altayer, said: 
“Obviously we knew about this for 
some time and it was inevitable. 

“It had to go through the correct 
procedures and we’re obviously 
disappointed she has lost second place. 

“The inquiry was very thorough and 
every avenue was exhausted as to how 
it (ACP) has got in there. 

“They (the BHA disciplinary panel) 
couldn’t find any fault with David’s 
stable management but somehow it has 
ended up in her blood stream. 

“The good thing is they can’t attach 
any blame to anyone and we will be 
giving David our full support, and will 
continue to support him. 

“Meeznah stays in training as a four- 
year-old and we’re hopeful she can 
redeem herself.”

Wreckage scuppers Jarvis bid for best finish 


OLIVER Jarvis equalled his best German 
Touring Car Championship (DTM) placing 
despite suffering disappointment in the final 
race in China. 

The 26-year-old from Burwell started his Audi 
Sport Team Abt Sportsline Audi A4 DTM from 
the fifth row of the 17-car grid for the 
one-hour, 60-lap race around the temporary 
1.53-mile street circuit in the Pudong district 
of Shanghai. 

And he looked set to finish eighth but, with just 
12 minutes left to run, some debris from 
another car became lodged under his Audi’s 
front left wheel which necessitated a pit-stop 
to rectify the problem and that dropped him 
down the placings to 17th. 

Jarvis, racing a current specification Audi A4 
DTM for the first time since switching from 
single-seaters for the 2008 season, said: “It 
was a frustrating race. I had good pace but the 
traffic was a problem after each pit-stop. 

“Then I ran over some bodywork lying on the 
track which became lodged underneath my 
front wheel, so a third pit-stop dropped me off 
the leaderboard. 

“My car was undamaged after qualifying, 
unlike many others, but it had been a difficult 
session. 

“I’d planned a good strategy but unfortunately 
the session was stopped at just the wrong time 
for me. I wasn’t getting the ultimate grip from 
the tyres until the third phase of qualifying, by 
which time they’d gone past their optimum 
performance.” 

With Audi Sport Team Abt Sportsline team¬ 
mate Martin Tomczyk finishing fourth, Jarvis 
slipped a place to finish ninth in the DTM 
standings - the same position as last year.
